Vienna, Feb 25. N.S. Me. Robinfon the Britith

made for an Accommodation between the Queen of 
tlungary and the King of Proffia, has .not enly had a 
private Audience of the Great Duke but a Conference 
with the Counts de Sintzendorf and Staremberg, and a 
Council has alfo been held thereupon, from the Refult 
of which we cannot yet prognoiticate any thing certain 
for an Accommodation, fince the Queen perfiits in her 
Demand that the Kihg of Pruffia firft withdraw his 
Forces from dilefia, as a Preliminary without which her 
Majeity thinks there can be ao treating with Succefs, 
Amongft the Duke d’Uzeda’s Papers there have been 
found two Letters from him, which are fo mytlerioufly 
worded, that they give Ground for Refleétion. In one 
of "em "tis faid, * Matters ripen infenfibly, but to bring 
* them to full Maturity, "tis neceflary to aét powerfully 
* another way, and not to neglect what gives Credit.” 
What is taken particular Notice of in the ocher is this 
i xpreflion; ‘ (he Affair of Silefia creates fuch a Stir, 
* that it may cogsribute very much to advance the De- 
‘ ignin hand. ‘The greater is the Ferment, the more 
‘ certain teems the Succefs. There is Reafon alfo to 
* depend on the Succefs of the Means put in praétice to 
* keep up the Spirits of the People, it being of the ut- 
* moit Importance to hinder them from cooling.” One 
thing which throws fome Light upon thefe ambiguous 
Expreffions is, the Sums which the Duke d'Uzeda bas 
received from feveral Places and from different Bankers, 
fome of whom having been fent for to Court, and exa- 
min'd, have made it appear that the Money was remit- 
ted by the way of Genoa. Among the Duke’s Papers 
have likewife been found feveral Letters from Don Car- - 
pentero, who refided here as Secretary of the Spanifh 
Embafly, which are all couch’d in figurative and alle- 
gorical Exprefiions. There were moreover fome Tables 
of. Cyphers with the Keys, and the rough Draught of a 
Memorandum in the Italian Tongue, wherein "tis faid, 
*. As it may happen that more than one may mifcarry, 
‘: and "tis proper to take Mea(ures againit every Event, 
‘ and to prepare the’ Batteries.” ‘The Duke has not 
only made a Difcovery of feveral Perfons, who were im- 
mediately apprehended, but has al‘g declared that he 
made ule of a private Gentleman at Genoa, whofe 
Name is Corradinj, to fend his Letters toSpain. Ge- 
neral Brown is pofted with his Troops between Brunn 
and Almutz, where he propofes to ftay till he is fo well 
reinforced as to be able to act againft the Pruffians. Tis 
certain that the Velt Marfhal de Neuperg will have the 
chief Command in Silefia, and that the Court has alrea- 
dy paid him 300000 Florins for the Military Cheft.

Body kenew where, wasdifcover’d in a Sort of a Cave 
he had dug in a Wood, where he had liv’d all that 
Time on nothing bat wild Roots and other Vegetables, 
bat when he was brought home, and refrefhd with 
other Food, he died immediately. 

There is an ‘Account from Kingfton, of a moft bar- 
barous Murder committed near that Town, on a Farm- 
er’s Wife who was going to London in the Waggon ; 
but. happening unfortunately to alight, to walk over 
the Fields in a Foot-Way that led into the Road again 
at a confiderable Dittance, fhe was fet upon by tour 
Ruffians, who ufed her in a cruel Manner. The Wag- 
“goner coming to the Place where the Foot-way join’d 
the main Road, ftay’d a long Time expecting her to 
come ; but at laft feeing two Men a fhooting, and fuf- 
pecting fomething more than ordinary to have hap 
pen'd,:he prevail’d on them to go with him in fearch 
of her ; and when they came near the Place where fhe 
was Murder’d, the Dogs difcover’d her by the Scent of 
the frefh Blood, and then two of the Villains were 
ftripping her of her Cloaths. This Barbarity fo pro- 
vok’d the Gentlemen, that one of them difcharg’d his 
Gun at the Ruffians, and mortally wounded one of 
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them, and forced the other to furrender, who immed’. 
ately difcover’d his Accomplices; and they were all 
taken, and committed to the County Gaol. 

We hear from Round-Oak in the Parith of Ufton, 
that a Cow had lately calv’d there, which befides its 
Calf brought forth a Monfter that had a Face like an 
human Creature, with an Hare-lip, a Tooth in the 
Mouth, one Ear, and one Arm, but no Legs; the 
lower Part of the Body being like a Calf, and hairy:

at a confiderable Diitance, fhe was fet upon by iour 
Ruffians, who ufed her in a cruel Manner. The Wag- 
“goner coming to the Place where the Foot-way join’d 
the main Road, ftay’d a long Time expecting her to 
come ; but at laft feeing two Mena fhooting, and fuf- 
pecting fomething more than ordinary to have hap 
pen’d,:he prevail’d on them to go with himi in fearch 
of her ; and when they came near the Place where fhe 
was Murder’d, the Dogs difcover’d her by the Scent of 
the freth Blood, and then two of the Villains were 
ftripping her of her Cloaths. This Barbarity fo pro- 
vok’d the Gentlemen, that one of them difcharg’d his 
Gun at the Ruffians, and mortally wounded one of 
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Dublin, Feb. 20. On the 14th arrived the Difpatch, |
